United States Consul General Order Evacuation In 


Effort to Save Lives; Ameraans and British 


Protest Use of International Settlement 


By Japanese Troops. 


SHANGHAI, Feb. 15.— Acting on orders from United 


States Consul General Edwin R.* Cunningham, 170 Americans 
living in the Yangtze estuary area were preparing today to 
evacuate their homes. 


The evacuation order was issued following the arrival of 


large forces of Japanese infantry, whose 'military operations 
against the Chinese Nineteenth Route Army in Shanghai may 
endanger the Americans. 


Cunningham advised 105 American men, women and 


children at Soochow, 24 at Wushi, 13 at Changchow and 10 at 
Chang-Shu to evacuate. Similar instructions were sent to 
Kiangyin, although evacuation only of women and children 
was recommended there, as the town is located on the Yangtze 
within easy reach of American gunboats.
